During  their  term 
of  service  the  native*  are  not  allowed  to 
have  any  oommnnieatiun  with  the  our 
aide-  w-jrld  and  are  under  a  system  of 
close  j -enema.]  surveillance  ui  order  p 
prevent  the  theft  of  diamond*.  When 
they  come  up  from  the  mine  limit,  th.-y 
are  carefully  searched,  and  many  111 
genious  methods  are  adopted  to  r»*ld< 
the  kina  from  thfliaourve  to  a  minimum 
“Notwithstanding  all  that  is  don* 
Ijowever,  the  theft  of  diamonds  slijl 
continue*.  It  Is  estimated  that  from  10 
to  20  percent  of  tiie  diamonds  found 
are  stolen  every  year.  In  order  to  jdfc 
vent  this  »  very  stringent  law  was  pass¬ 
ed.  providing  that  all  rough  diamond* 
should  be  registered  with  the  detective 
bureau  of  the  government  .as  e*in  us 
they  were  found,  and  tiiat  every  aian 
who  sold  a  diamond  imut  give  with  it 
a  certificate  of  registry. 

“The  penalty  for  having  an  unregis¬ 
tered  rough  diamond  is  seven  years  on 
the  Cape  Town  breakwater,  and  the 
mere  fact  of  ptMio-Mshsi  is  priina  facie 
•vrdeuce  and  will  secure  convict  ion.  So 
it  happen*  that  if  one  laborer  wants  to 
do  up  iwiother  lie  manages  to  slip  a 
yemgh  riumJiil  into  the  oth-c  laborer's 
coat.  f*r  intohi*  room,  and  then  tell* 
the  police  to  keep  a  sharp  lookout.  Of 
edurse  the  police  muke  a  search,  the 
eontrahond  *tune  is  found,  ami  the  mail 
ji  in  fur  a  term  of  seven  years.  A  great 
many  unju.it  sentences  hAveunquestiou 
ably  been  secured  in  this  way.  hut  dc- 
’ajuto  the  opposition  to  the  law  the  com¬ 
pany  is  powerful  enough  to  keep  it  in 
force. 

“There  are  other  diamond  fields  out¬ 
side  of  the  Kimberley  district,  hut  they 
art-  difficult  to  work  and  are  mainly  ex¬ 
ploited  by  diggers  working  on  their  own 
account.  The  total  prod  net  is  not  large, 
and  the  work  is  very  arduous,  tlie  dig¬ 
gers  being  mostly  men  who  have  been 
thrown  out  of  work  by  the  consolidation 
of  the  Kimberley  mines  into  one  vast 
corporation  and  the  subsequent  restric 
tic®  of  production.  This  latter,  by  the 
way,  has  had  a  curious  effect  upon  the 
town  of  Kimberley  itself.  As  latcyas 
four  years  ago  Kimberley  had  a  popnla 
ticn  of  2.i,tK>0  da  80^000  people  It  wgs 
laid  put  for  a  great  fity  and  enjoyed  for' 
a  time  a  big  boom. 

“Fine  brick  bl-cka  and  residences 
were  built,  hotels  and  theaters  and  wa¬ 
terworks  and  everything  pertaining  to 
a  modern  city.  Now  a  good  third  of 
these  places  are  ertpjy,  and  Kimberley  is 
as  dead  as  a  New  England  town  that  is 
dependent  npon  a  single  mill  All  the 
supplies  and  machinery  for  the  mines 
are  now  bought  of  course  by  a  single'* 
company,  so  that  more  than  two-tbirils 
of  the  business  of  the  town  is  gone. 
There  is  nothing  there  to  sustain  a  town 
except  the  mine,  and  with  the  opening 
up  of  the  goldfields  much  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  moved  on  north  to  Johannesburg. 

"Although  the  ealatence  of  gold  in 
the  Transvaal  had  been  known  for  years, 
yet  the  Boers  disliked  the  invading 
prospectors  and  for  a  time  kept  them 
out  by  laVr.  Afterward  a  more  libera? 
spirit  prevailed,  and  the  Boer  govern¬ 
ment  offered  reward  for  the  finding  of 
paying  goldfield*  But  it  was  not  nntil 
1882  that  the  now  celebrated  gold  bear¬ 
ing  reef  in  which  the  bulk  of  South  Af¬ 
rican  gold  is  found  was  discovered,  and 
it  was  not  until  four  years  later  that  the 
opening  of  the  celebrated  Sheba  mine 
and  its  phenomenal  yield,  gave  rise  to  a 
‘fever.  Then,  prospectors  poured  in  from 
Kimberley  and  the  C'arar,  ceding  by 
push  cart,  wagon,  horseback  of  on  foot. 

In  a  year  then-  were  10,000  persons  in 
the  district.  The  center  of  the  excite¬ 
ment  was  the  littld  town  of  Barberton, 
but  this  section  was  soon  thrown  into 
the  shade  by  the  discoveries  oq  the  Wit- 
watersrand.  But  while  the  excitement 
lasted  the  De  Kaap  fields,  as  they  were 
t  known,  had  their  day,  and  96  com¬ 
panies.  with  a  nominal  capital  of 
000,000,  were  floated,  and  many  of  the 
shares  sold  at  a  tremendous  premium. 
Most  of  these  mines  are  now  abandoned, 
though  the  Sheba  mine  is  still  a  big 
producer. " — New  York  Sun.

The  boy's  body  lay  npon  a  table,  and 
a  blazihg  Candelabrum  stood  at  its  head. 
At  the  sid6  the  bo/’a  foster  father  and 
his  wife  kpelt  in  prayer.  Seated  abont 
the  room  was  a  group  of  women  chant¬ 
ing  an  Italian  death  waiL  One  of  the 
women  raised  her  face,  and  her  quaver¬ 
ing  voice  filed  the  room  : 

“Happi  Sorts  has  departed  from  us  for- 

rer  I” 

And  the  others  droned  the  refiraiu  : 

‘'Forever  I" 

“He  will  never  be  absent  from  oar 
thoughts!') 

“Never  frrom  our  thonghtsi" 

And  BO4  an,  strophe  and  anti<trophe, 
the  chief  waller  leading  and  the  chorus 
echoing  tile  dismal  refrain.  It  was  a 
sight  and  I  a  sound  to  move  even  the 
tardy  sensibilities  of  a  reporter. 

Such  sceties  are  not  uncommon  in  the 
Italian  quarter,  though  they  seldom 
come  under  the  eye  of  visitors  The  pro¬ 
fessional  mourner  is  an  institution  in 
some  of  ths  provinces  of  soathem  Italy. 

-the  dfflee  belongs  entirely  to  the 
softer  sox-— -is  analogous  to  the  Irish 
‘  ‘  keener, '  ’  but  with  the  difference  tiiat 
her  wail  if  more  musical  than  weird,

The  Italian  waiters — they  are  called 
“preflche"  in  their  native  tongue — ure 
doubtless  descendants  of  the  profession¬ 
al  monruens  of  ancient  Roma  They  nre 
most  common,  and  their  office  is  most 
clearly  defioed  in  the  provinces  of  Ah^uz- 
zo  and  Calabria  and  in  Sicily.  Tliere 
they  are  regularly  retained  and  reward¬ 
ed  with  a  fbe.  In  other  provinces  a  rel¬ 
ative  of  the  afflicted  family  may  assume 
the  office  and  lead  the  choral,  or  the 
function  may  be  of  a  wholly  miscellane¬ 
ous  character,  all  the  mourners  joining 
in  a  song  of  woe. — New  York  Herald.

THE  CANNY  SCOTCHMAN. 

Bto  vie*-*  and  HI,  Virtue*  Compared  With 
TboM  of  Other  F*llu. 

One  is  not  quite  sore  that  the  religi¬ 
osity  of  the  Scotch  makes  them  so  much 
more  virtuous  than  people  who  pay  less 
attention  to  “the  means  of  grace.  “  But 
while  it  cannot  readily  be  proved  that 
they  have  more  of  the  positive  virtues 
than  their  neighbors  there  is  at  least 
some  reason  to  believe  that  they  are 
freer  from  a  few  of  the  ugly  vices  than 
their  southern  cousins,  although  when 
the  Scot  is  had  he  is  very  bad-  When  he 
gives  way  to  dri*k,  for  instance,  he 
rnns  to  great  lougtbrt.  But  it  will  be 
found  that  there  is  much  less  wife  beat¬ 
ing  (there  being  nothing  in  Scotland  at 
all  resembling  the  frightful  practice  of 
“clogging"  known  in  Lancashire 
towns),  much  less  cruelty  to  children, 
much  more  kiudliners  arid  fellow  feel¬ 
ing  among  the  Scottish  people  than 
among  the  English,  while  at  the  same 
time  the  Scotch  are  pot  ijearly  so  clan¬ 
nish  as  the  Irish,  the  Jews  or  the  Chi-

has  classed  "Scotch  aivility”  along  with  rini/cr  hiv-niar

ing"  as  being  nonexistent,  Even  Walter 
8cott  causes  Mr.  Owen  tin  speak  of  a 
typical  Scot  like  Bbiilie  Nicol  Jarvie,  as 
“that  cross  grained  crabstick  of  the 
Saltmarket,  ’  ’  and  are  wei  not  told  that 
the  term  “Scot”  ns  well  as  “Gael, 
rived  from *a  word  for  “wind,”  means 
“the  violent,  stormy  peopfle?”  In  spite 
of  all  this  anrl  innch  more  to  the  samo 
end  the  Scot,  take  him  all  in  all,  is  not 
fairly  chargeable  with  being  lacking  in 
courtesy.  The  ward  “couthy"  (the  op¬ 
posite  or  positive  of  “uncouth,”  dimin- 
utived  by  the  addition  of  the  terminal 
“y"),  signifying  a  combination  of  quiet 
kindliness  and  sweetness  of  manner,  has 
no  English  equivalent,  and  thus  would 
see*n  to  indicate  a  peculiarly  Scotch 
quRlity,  which,  it  may  be  said,  tends  to 
wane  considerably  with  .'the  growth  of 
commercialism,  giving  place  to  a  brua- 
qnery  peculiarly  the  outcome  of  the 
“rush"  of  business,  and  what  Carlyle 
called  tho  “mere  bash  nexus”  between 
man  and  man. 

Scottish  speech  abounds  in  what  may 
be  called  pet  words,  which  would  seem 
to  testify  that,  whether  tho  Scotch  be 
stormy  and  sharp  touguod  or  not,  they 
can,  upou  occasion,  be  os  insinuatingly 
smooth  touguod  as  the  wily  Italian  him 
self. — Westminster  Review.

The  old  Folk  place  on  Vine  street,  the 
home  of  Pnesideut  James  K.  Polk,  and 
the  scene  of  many  brilliant  gatherings  in 
former  days,  is  viewed  with  Interest  by 
many  visitors  to  Nashville.  Many  ex¬ 
pressions  of  regret  are  heard  from  those 
wfco  view  the  picturesque  Polk  place  for 
the  first  time  that  the  historic  Old  home¬ 
stead  should  have  been  allowed  to  fall 
into  snch  a  state  of  dilapidation.  They 
think  the  old  place  should  be  maintain¬ 
ed  in  good  repair  for  the  RR)qB  of  the 
memories  that  surround  it  If  has  been 
suggested  more  than  onoe  that  it  would 
make  an  ideal  borne  for  the  official  resi¬ 
dence  of  Tennessee’s  govern  ora  The 
excuse  that  can  be  very  properly  offered 
by  Nashvillians  for  the  present  ooudi- 
tioif  of  thei  Polk  place  is  that  they  have 
nothing  to  jdo  with  it,  the  property  being 
in  litigation.
